THE STOLEN COPPER FROM 
THE BRELLUNA,. 

At the Magistracy to-day, before Mr H: 
E, Wodchouse, Police , Mayistrate, tho 
compradore of the P.W.D. was brought up 
‘on remand charged with being in illegal 
possession of eighty-nina’ ingots of stolen 
copper, part of tho: cargoes of the stesmor 
Bellona and the Japanese steamer Wimiji 
-Maru, which were both wrecked on the 
Paracels. Tho copper was stolen from 
the wrecks by fishermen. ‘The ingots 
wore seized by Inspector Kemp on Fridey, 
August 6, in tho Government Store. ‘Tho 
value of the copper seized is $616. 

Mr K. W. Mounsey appeared for dofon- 
dant, and Mr J.. Hastings appoared on 
behalf of parties in Macao whe claimed the 
copper as their property. oatY 

Mr'W. H. Ray, in the course of ‘his 
evidence, said tho copper was part of the 
cargo of tho steamer Hellona, wrecked on 
the Paracels in 1894, a qunntity. of the 
copper being insured by the China Traders’ 
Company and a sinaller quantity insured by 
the Canton Ingurance Co., and also part of 
the cargo of the Himiji Mars, which was 
Jest on tho Parncels at the end of last ye: 
which belonged to the underwriters Lloyds’ 
Ottice (Messrs Giluian, agents), After tho 
wreck of the Hellona a schooner was sent 
down te lic alongside the wreck, but sho 
received some dumage and was brought 
up to Hongkong for ropairs, The cop- 
per was afterwards looted by’ tho fishor- 
men, In the endeavour to recover 
the copper the Viceroy at Canton. and 
the authorities at + iginan hail been 
communicated with, Asa. result 5000 
worth of copper seized at Macao had been 
handed over and they had also received
